United Effort Is Needed to 
Bring About Proper 
Reapportioninent 

Southern CtiJifornia Deprived 
of One-Third of Rightful 
Representation 


Says Nation Is On Verge of 
Revolution—League to 
Hold Control 


National Officer Refers in 
Highest Praise to Ixical 
Christmas Spirit

Other Important Topics Are 
Discussed at Monthly

Annual Meeting Largely At¬ 
tended and Reports 
Are Read 


j Dr. Frederick W. Roman at his 
I regular Forum, conducted at the 
! Woman’s Club last Monday night, 

; devoted the first hour of his lec- 
jlure period to conditions in Italy. 

A brief history was given by 
I Dr. Roman of the country, with 
j its 40,000,000 people, from the 
jlirae of Thomas Aqulnus and 
j Dante; the birth of great literay^ 
j efforts and church orders of the 
I Middle Ages with the subsequent 
I decline after the renaissance; to 
the present powerful dictatorship 
of Mussolini. He sketched briefly 
the development of Independent 
centers of culture during the Mid¬ 
dle Ages and of independent re¬ 
publics under the rule of different 
princes, with the consequent rival- 
iles; Italy’s inability then as now 
to unite; the rise of the Bourbon 
rule in France and the resultant 
Influence; Italy under the yoke of 
Napoleon; and of the restoration 
of power to the Pope in 1815, 
making him king over 108 acres. 

Dr. Roman told of the shifting 
about since the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury under different alliances; of 
territory annexed in Africa in 
1878; and finally of new territory 
gained from the World War and 
of the period of reconstruction 
after the war. Inefficient efforts 
for compulsory education as com¬ 
pared with the efficiency of other 
countries; the chaotic condition 
from which Mussolini arose, and 
the .system of government under 
the present rule were pointed out. 

A revo'ution now threatens. 
Dr. Roman declares, which, how¬ 
ever, will be serious for Italy but 
not for the outside world. The 
League of Nations will be able to 
control the situation, he says. 

A discussion of current events 
followed during the second hour 
of the k’oruni. Here the League 
of Nations at ten years of age 
was given some attention as to 
growth, support, committees, sec- 
letarial, parliament, aversion of 
war, refugee.s, problems of arm¬ 
ament, public health, illicit traffic 
control, law codes, treaties, and 
other phases of its work. 

Russia at the turning point, its 
agrarian situation and the five 
year plan with personal sacrifices 
entailed; the federal trade com- 
mi.ssion, and reconstruction of 
China, were also discussed. 

Mrs. John H. Robertson, presi¬ 
dent of the Woman’s Club, an¬ 
nounces these lectures open to 
the public. As the lectures are 
very worth while and the price of 
admission small, it is the desire 
of the club to increase the mem¬ 
bership of the Forum. 


"Legislative and Congressional 
Reapportionment” was the sub¬ 
ject of an Interesting address de¬ 
livered before the Sierra Madre 
Klwanis Club Tuesday by Fred¬ 
erick F. Houser, candidate for 
assemblyman from this district 
in the Augpist primaries. 

The speaker made a strong 
plea that when the next legisla¬ 
ture convenes in 1931, the repre¬ 
sentatives from Southern Califor¬ 
nia should stand as a unit in or¬ 
der to bring about proper con¬ 
gressional repiesentation for Cal¬ 
ifornia based upon the population 
at the present time rather than 
upon the census of 1920 whicn 
vdll be the basis upon which the 
assemblymen arc elected this 
fall. 

A committee has been formed, 
Mr. Houser stated, of the chair¬ 
men of the Sounthem California 
County Central Committees, tor 
the purpose of working out a sin¬ 
gle plan to bring about the prop¬ 
er representation and it is essen¬ 
tial that all state assemblymen 
and senators get together to en¬ 
dorse the proposition they agree 
upon. 

Under the Bogg’s Act, the 
speaker said, the reapportionment 
of state representatives will be 
automatically brought about as 
the population census is taken 
each ten years, since this reap¬ 
portionment is and must be made 
by a commission appointed for 
that purpose. But since the re- 
apportionment of representatives 
to the national congre.ss is made 
by the state legislature, there is 
bound to be apportionment in fa¬ 
vor of the northern part of the 
state so long as the present dis¬ 
tribution of representation exists. 
This year, for instance, the legis¬ 
lators will be elected on the ba¬ 
sis of the 1920 census which does 
not allow for the marvelous 
growth of population that has 
taken place in this part of the 
state, Mr. Houser stated. 

Although the estimated popula¬ 
tion of the ten counties of South¬ 
ern California for 1930 will be 
more than half the total popula¬ 
tion of the state, still the state 
legislature will have only 33 as¬ 
semblymen out of 80 from the 
Southern California and only 10 
senators out of 40 from this sec¬ 
tion of the state. 

Since 1920 Southern California 
has had 26 as.semblymen and 13 
senators whereas we should have 
' had 33 as.semblymen and 17 sen¬ 
ators, Mr. Houser declared. Los 
Angeles County has had but 15 
assemblymen and 8 senators 
whereas it should have had 22 
assemblymen and 12 senators. In 
other words, Mr. Houser said, 
'‘We have been deprived of one- 
third of our rightful representa¬ 
tion.” 

Preceding ‘ this address which 
was given hearty applause by 
the audience. Lieutenant District 
Governor Thomas P. Logan of 
Ontario was present and pledged 
• his wholehearted assistance in 
any manner possible to the work 
of the Sierra Madre Kiwanis 
Club. “Milt” Steinberger was 
given a warm welcome back af¬ 
ter several week’s absence due 
to Illness. His height, bull beard 
and general appearance gave him 
a striking resemblance to Abra¬ 
ham , Lincoln but he was unable 
to repeat the "Gettysburg Ad¬ 
dress.”

Consistent with their policy of 
an economic admini.stration, the 
Citv Council of Sierra Madre at 
Wednesday night’s meeting re¬ 
jected all bids for instailing .some 
50,000 lineal feel of water pipe. 
The decision was reached after 
City Engineer, Earl J. Ljmde 
had reported that the bids 
ranged from $33,000 to $85,000 
and that the proposals did not 
include installation of fire hyd¬ 
rants and service connections a.s 
prescribed in the form provided 
the bidders. 

Mr. Lynde stated, furthermore, 
that his own estimate of the 
work of installing the pipe runs 
approximately $5,000 lower than 
the lowest bid received, and that 
his department could also save 
the city some $3,000 additional 
for engineering fees, supervision 
and inspection. Moreover, this 
money can be spent to give 
Sierra Madre men work and fur¬ 
nish quite a .substantial pay¬ 
roll to the city for several 
months. 

In view of the fact that Paul 
E. Kressly, consulting engineer 
for the city, reports that ap- 
approximately 87 per cent of the 
pipe now in use in the city wat¬ 
er sy.stem is either old or of in¬ 
sufficient size to supply ade¬ 
quately the requirements of the 
city if it continues to grow ac¬ 
cording to predictions, the Coun¬ 
cil is inclined to curtail to the 
limit any unnecessary expense 
either in installation or operation 
of the city’s water system.

A motor trip to the summit 
of Mt. Wilson at this time of 
year is a particular enjoyable 
one. According to the Touring 
Department of the National Au¬ 
tomobile Club, it is easily acces¬ 
sible from Los Angeles and neigh¬ 
boring points and can be made 
comfortably in from tw’o to two 
and one-half hours. 

From Los Angeles the best 
route is by way of Highland 
Park and Pasadena and thence 
north through Altadena and over 
Foothill Boulevard to the Mount 
W'ilson road toll house. There is 
a charge of 2.5c for each vehicle 
and 2.5c for eacii person. The 
road is smooth, but narrow and 
very scenic. The grades average 
10 per cent and at no point e;:- 
ceed 16 per cent; but all motor¬ 
ists are urged to take chains as 
the recent storms have made the 
road muddy. On Sundays and 
holidays this road is under con¬ 
trol; traffic entering the lower 
control, going up, from daylight 
until 1:00 p. m. and from 5^. m.

All this of course meana that 
the criticpJ period of growth is 
when the plants are 12 to 21 
inches in height. At this time an 
additional set of roots is form¬ 
ing. Under favorable conditions 
this root growth is rapid i.tid 
profuse soil, food and water are 
conveyed to the growing plait 
very rapidly. The flower .spike 
develops, the new corm enlarges 
and finally the cormels form. Do 
ot be afraid to give your G'ads 
one or two good soakings during 
the month of July. Be sure the 
job is done thoroughly and that 
the ground is wet to a depth of 
four to six inches. Watering 
need not be too frequent but must 
be thorough, for best results. It 
is believed tuat conimercial fer¬ 
tilizers are more valuable at this 
period of growth than at any 
other time. They should be ap¬ 
plied in moderate amounts and 
well worked into the soil.

HOW DOES THiii Oi AF CROW ? 

What happm.o to tn-* uorm we 
carefully plant rigot side up in 
our well prepaied gara,.u late in 
April, or early May. Root and 
top growth start almost simul¬ 
taneously and if the ground has 
been correctly prepared a luxur¬ 
iant growth of roots will quickly 
form. If the ground is haid or 
bakes after a rain, root growth 
is seriously restricted but the top 
growth wUl proceed. The result¬ 
ant plants are frequently A'eak 
and the spike, if any, will be poor. 

The growth of the top is most 
interesting. When the leaf blades 
reach a height of six or eight 
inches the base of the stock 
swells just above the conn. This 
is the beginniug of the new corm 
which most of us do not see till 
digging time in the fall, and at 
that date the corm which we 
planted is scarcely recognizable 
—it is little more than a dried 
up mass of old roots at the base 
of the old (X)rm. 

The story of the growth of this 
little corm forming at the base 
of the six-inch leaf sprout is im¬ 
portant, for it gives us the key 
to the successful culture of those 
enviable glads which our good 
neighbor can always produce to 
such peifection. 

Almost before we know it the 
plants have reached a height of 
12 to 15 inches. If we dig up 
such a plant and examine it 
closely we will find that the new 
corm has reached quite a size, 
possibly an inch in diameter and 
that it is throwinfj out new root¬ 
like organs. 

In another short space of time 
the plant reaches 18 to 24 inches. 
Bxamination will show that the 
new bulb is now as large as the 
one planted and that in pdditnjn 
to the half dozen thick fleshy 
roots we noted last time, there is 
a multitude of flbrus feeding

^0 blots upon the landscapes so detract 


from their beauty as the large bill¬ 
boards now so common thruout the state. 
No objections of like size are so offensively 
obtusive, for their commercial value is sup¬ 
posed to depend upon their conspicuousness 
and therefore they are rudely thrust before 
one’s eyes close to the highway, too often 
at places of greatest natural beauty. It 
really seems that the well-balanced business 
man would recognize that this prostitution 
of our choicest landscapes is offensive to all 
who travel and would find more respectable 
and more acceptable means of advertising 
his wares. It is quite certain that if all 
bill boards were removed business would not 
in the least suffer, and in this day of heaxT 
motor car travel, the advertiser certainly 
offends more than he can possibly please. 

Sporadic agitation against these ingeni¬ 
ously-placed disfigurements has occasionally 
been in evidence for many years, but the 
advertiser who now places his ear to the 
ground may hea rthe inci'easing road of an 
on-comiiig troop of zealous workers who are 
thoroly awake to the necessity of ridding our 
fair state of these blots which are the basis 
of more complaints from visiting tourists 
than any and all other material disfigure¬ 
ments that deface our world-famous natural 
scenery. Already municipal banishment is 
being visited upon the worst of the.se of¬ 
fenders and organizations of various kinds 
have taken the work in hand. M^uy iiTi- 
provement societies are listing the names of 
those who so advex’tise and are asking them 
to discontinue their patronage of billboards. 
Others are listing and refusing to buy of 
the offenders. No business can be promoted 
by improper means and the number of those 
who will not patronize billboard advertisers 
is growing rapidly and time, which levels 
all things, may be trusted, aided by organ¬ 
ized effort, to bring about the reaction 
which will recall such advertisers to their 
senses. Less obtrusive methods of adver¬ 
tising will bring better resulte and our mo¬ 
torist will not longer be driven almost to 
distraction through the blotting out of 
views of our richest landscapes.

Long Skirts Here | 
To Stay, Declares 
Paris Dressmaker 

Jacques Worth, the great Paris 
dressmaker and arbiter of the 
world’s fashions, is in America. 
He says the longer skirt and nor¬ 
mal waistline are here to stay, 
but he adds, that the new vogue 
is not meant for street or sports 
wear. 

This leading style authority, 
grandson of the founder of the 
Paris firm of Worth, historic in 
haute couture, says, however, that 
the American woman is not only 
taking the long skirt too serious¬ 
ly but has greatly exaggerated it 
in many cases wearing it at the 
wrong time and in wrong places. 
For daytime wear, for most oc¬ 
casions, fourten Inches from the 
bottom of the hemline to the 
ground is the corect length, he 
says. 

"Moderation has become the 
mode in women's fashions,” says 
Monsieur Worth, who is not only 
an artist but a physician, con¬ 
sidering health as well as beauty 
in his designs. "Longer skirts, 
higher waistlines and a decided 
swing from the angular flapper 
form to the naturally rounded 
form reflects the trend toward a 
new normalcy and appeal in fem¬ 
inine styles. 

"The modem figure is no longer 
rigidly proportioned. The new 
silhouette is, above all, natural. 
The .softly-flowing corves and del¬ 
icate feminine appeal are as much 
a part of women today as their 
post-war mannishness was part of 
women of yesterday. And fash¬ 
ion follows the figure as trade 
follows the flag.

In County During Last

Small pox ana rabies In Los 
Angeles county increased in prev¬ 
alence during the month of De¬ 
cember according to a report of 
Dr. G. H. Roth, director of the 
bureau of communicable disease 
control of the county health de¬ 
partment, and need the immediate 
cooperation of the public if the 
high standard of public health in 
the county is to be maintained. 

More extensive use of the vac¬ 
cination services offered by the 
county health department clinics 
would be of definite aid in dimin¬ 
ishing the prevalence of these 
diseases in the county. Dr. Roth 
stales. The harmless treatment 
of animals, especially all dogs, 
with rabies vaccine would reduce 
the danger of rabies among hu- 
man.s to a minimum. The report 
siij vs that almost a score of per¬ 
sons are at the pre.sent time tak-
